MID  orchards  and  simple  village  life  are  laid  the  scenes  of  "Lovers' 


Lane."    The  plot  is  interesting  and  charming  and  embraces  three 


romances.  All  three  are  delightfully  interwoven  by  the  introduction  of 
village  life.  A  great  part  of  the  humor  of  the  play  is  caused  by  Molly 
Mealey,  the  village  "school-marm,"  who  has  set  her  cap  for  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Singleton.  This  minister  has  successfully  evaded  the  match-making  efforts 
of  the  Eddysville  matrons  for  fifteen  years.  He  is  a  kind  soul,  and  has  taken 
into  his  household  (which  is  ruled  by  Miss  Mattie)  Uncle  Bill,  Aunt  Melissy, 
and  Simplicity  Johnson,  a  child  from  the  Orphan  Asylum.  The  minister 
arouses  the  village  by  taking  in  Mrs.  Woodbridge,  the  alto  of  the  choir,  who 
has  divorced  her  husband  on  account  of  his  habits  of  intemperance.  The 
good  ladies  of  the  village  are  shocked  that  such  a  woman  should  be  in  their 
midst.  Her  former  husband  Herbert  Woodbridge,  turns  up  at  this  point 
with  Mary  Larkin,  a  young  artist,  and  asks  the  minister  to  marry  them. 
The  minister  refuses  because  he  feels  that  Mr.  Woodbridge  will  not  be  a 
good  husband  for  Mary. 

The  minister  loses  his  congregation  through  his  up-to-date  methods  of 
keeping  the  young  people  of  his  town  from  seeking  the  city  for  pleasure.  The 
minister  has  fallen  in  love  with  Mary  and  has  persuaded  her  to  wait  until 
spring  to  marry  Herbert.  Mary  is  now  the  school  teacher,  as  Molly  Mealey 
has  resigned  in  a  fit  of  temper,  because  the  minister  refused  to  send 
Simplicity  back  to  the  Orphan  Asylum. 

When  Spring  comes  Herbert  returns,  but  the  long  interval  and  the  sight 
of  his  little  boy  Dick  have  aroused  his  old  love  for  his  wife.  He  begs  her  to 
take  him  back  when  he  finds  that  Mary  no  longer  loves  him.  Mary  then 
consents  to  marry  the  minister.  After  this  happy  ending  of  their  difficulties, 
we  are  overjoyed  that  the  village  repents  and  the  minister  is  reinstated.

To  "Charley"  Austin,  "Cec"  Mathews,  "Dan"  Foster, 
and,  especially,  "Ric"  Templeton  we  are  everlastingly  indebted  and  grateful 
for  their  untiring  work  with  the  team. 

Practice  began  shortly  after  school  opened  with  a  rather  small  turnout, 
and  five  veterans.  One  of  these  veterans,  "Al"  Fraga,  was  later  ruled  out, 
which  left  a  hard  place  to  fill  in  the  scrum,  and  "Eddie"  Graff  was  tempo- 
rarily injured.  "Al"  Parrish  and  Leslie  Ingram,  who  had  back  field  positions 
practically  made,  were  also  eliminated.  There  was  plenty  of  new  material 
and  a  strong  team  was  developed.  The  worth  of  the  team  may  be  shown 
by  the  fact  that  in  the  A.  C.  A.  L.  games,  only  one  touchdown  and  a  field- 
goal  were  scored  against  Berkeley,  while  the  red  and  gold  piled  up  sixty-six 
points.    This  is  a  record  which  will  be  hard  to  beat.    Fremont  and  Napa

After  two  weeks  of  practice  under  Charley  Austin,  the  first  team  lined 
up  against  the  Alumni,  on  August  12.  The  latter  team  consisted  of  stars 
like  Fred  Stephens,  "Art"  Johnson,  "Pud"  Davis,  and  "Cec"  Mathews,  and 
as  a  result,  the  Berkeley  team  lost  its  first  game  of  the  season,  12  -  0.  Judg- 
ing from  the  playing,  the  prospects  for  the  season  were  anything  but  dubious. 


BERKELEY  -  8,  ALUMNI  -  0 
On  August  26,  a  return  game  was  played  against  the  Alumni.    At  the 
end  of  the  game,  the  score  stood  8  to  0  in  Berkeley's  favor,  but  in  an  extra 
period,  the  Alumni  succeeded  in  coming  out  ahead.    Neither  team  is  con- 
ceded the  victory. 

BERKELEY -14,  LICK  -  WILMERDING  -  5 
The  next  game  was  played  on  September  2,  against  Lick-Wilmerding  of 
San  Francisco.    This  was  Berkeley's  first  victory,  outclassing  the  boys  from 
across  the  bay  in  all  departments  of  the  game,  winning  by  the  score  of  14-5.

Lowell  High  had  one  of  the  best  teams  they  have  had  for  a  long  time, 
having  defeated  Oakland  and  Alameda,  but  their  hopes  were  blasted  when 
Berkeley  took  them  down  the  line  by  the  score  of  5-0  on  Admission  Day.

On  September  23,  the  team  had  one  of  the  best  trips  of  the  season,  inci- 
dentally defeating  the  Stanford  Freshmen,  23  -  3.  In  the  first  half,  the  play- 
ing was  evenly  divided,  the  score  at  half-time  being  5  -  3  in  favor  of  B.  H.  S 
In  the  last  half,  the  fight  of  the  Berkeley  team,  combined  with  accurate 
passing,  crushed  the  Stanford  defense  and  four  tries  were  scored.  Of  the 
five  tries,  Peterson  converted  four. 

BERKELEY -24,  OAKLAND  -  0 

Berkeley  played  her  initial  game  of  the  Alameda  County  Athletic 
League  against  her  old  rival,  Oakland,  on  October  6.  In  spite  of  poor 
weather  conditions,  the  .S7th  and  Grove  Street  bleachers  were  full. 

Oakland  kicked  off  and  the  play  centered  around  the  middle  of  the 
field.  The  scrum  then  got  the  ball  out  to  the  Berkeley  backs  and  a 
wonderful  passing  rush  resulted  in  a  try  by  Le  Hane.  Peterson  converted 
it,  making  the  score  5  -  0  in  the  first  few  minutes  of  play.  From  then  on, 
Berkeley  completely  outclassed  her  opponent,  and  her  goal  was  really  only 


once  in  danger.  Berkeley  was  given  a  free  kick  on  Oakland's  twenty-five 
yard  line  and  Captain  Crow  succeeded  in  dropping  the  ball  between  the 
posts,  making  the  score  8-0,  at  the  end  of  the  first  half.  In  the  last  half 
the  Oakland  defense  was  again  beaten  down,  and  Seely,  Aitken,  and  Crow  all 
crossed  the  line,  "Tuffy"  going  over  twice.  "Pete"  converted  two  of  these  tries. 

BERKELEY  -  0,  STANFORD  VARSITY  -  28 

The  fall  vacation  started  Saturday,  October  14,  and  during  the  week  all 
league  games  were  called  off,  but  Berkeley  practiced  hard  and  played  two 
games  to  prepare  for  "Tech".  The  first  one  was  Tuesday,  October  17, 
against  the  Stanford  Varsity,  and  was  not  as  one-sided  as  one  might  expect. 
Stanford  was  only  able  to  make  ten  points  in  the  first  half  and  eighteen  in 
the  second.  The  halves  were  twenty  minutes  long.  This  is  the  first  time 
that  a  high  school  team  has  ever  played  the  Stanford  Varsity. 

BERKELEY -11,  STANFORD  THIRD  VARSITY  -  0 

The  following  Saturday,  the  team  again  visited  Stanford  and  defeated 
the  Third  Varsity,  11-0.  The  game  was  played  on  a  wet  turf  and  the  ball 
was  very  difficult  to  handle.  As  a  result,  the  speedy  backfield  was  not  very 
effective  and  only  three  tries  were  made.

The  second  league  game,  against  "Tech",  was  the  hardest  fought  of  the 
"Tech's"  score  was  due  to  a  penalty  kick  on  Berkeley's  25-yard  line.  Berke- 
ley crossed  the  line  for  four  touch-downs,  the  final  score  being  14  -  3.  The 
game  was  played  on  October  25,  at  the  Grove  Street  grounds. 

Berkeley  kicked  off.  By  clever  passing  and  fast  work  of  the  forwards, 
worked  the  ball  to  the  ten-yard  line  where  Button  succeeded  in  picking  it  up 
and  dashing  over  the  line  for  the  first  try.  The  play  then  see-sawed  back  and 
forth  until  Crow  passed  to  Chalmers  who  enlarged  the  score.

The  first  score 
resulted  from  a  50-yard  run  by  Cook  about  the  middle  of  the  half,  and  a 
little  later  Jackson  dove  over  the  line  for  another.  Peterson  converted  both 
and  the  half  ended  10  to  0.

INDOOR  BASEBALL  ~ 

"What  we  want  to  do  is  to  get  every  boy  in  this  school  into  some  form 
of  athletics,"  said  Mr.  Osborne  to  a  committee  consisting  of  William  Horst- 
mann,  Ed.  Graff,  "Bud"  McHenry,  and  Tom  Oliver.  Immediately  an  inter- 
advisory  indoor-baseball  league  was  suggested  and  as  soon  as  it  was 
announced  became  exceedingly  popular.  Nineteen  teams,  including  a  team 
composed  of  members  of  the  faculty,  were  entered  in  the  league. 

The  league  was  divided  according  to  classes.  There  were  six  teams, 
including  the  faculty,  in  the  senior  division,  six  in  the  middler,  and  seven 
in  the  scrub  division. 

The  games  started  on  August  22,  and  ended  on  October  2,  when  the 
senior  team  of  Mrs.  Weir's  advisory  defeated  Mr.  Gray's  Scrub  team  by  a 
14  to  6  score,  thereby  winning  the  school  championship.  The  winning 
team  consisted  of  Clifford  Maybeck,  captain  and  catcher;  Richard  Weeks, 
pitcher;  Tom  Pearson,  first  base;  Tom  Oliver,  second  base;  Al  Parrish, 
short  stop;  Ed.

The  interest  in  the  games  was  intense  throughout  the  league  and  the 
rivalry  was  exceptionally  keen.  Most  of  the  games  were  close  and  the 
teams  quite  evenly  matched.    There  were  large  crowds  of  rooters  each  day. 

That  the  fellows  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  league  was  shown  by  the 
fact  that  only  one  game  was  disputed.

Girls'  Athletics

signed  up  for  all  activities,  but  the  enthusiasm  and  good  sportsmanship 
shown  by  the  girls  have  reached  a  point  hitherto  unattained.  Even  though 
the  games  were  limited  to  interclass  affairs,  the  good  results  of  this  term 
have  proved  that  there  is  no  longer  any  cause  to  speak  of  girls'  athletics  as  a 
thing  of  the  past. 

Under  the  enthusiastic  direction  of  our  instructor,  Miss  O'Neil,  basket- 
ball and  baseball  have  flourished  in  the  gymnasium  classes.  Special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  latter,  because  many  exciting  games  were  played  and 
not  a  few  home  runs  made.
